The Rival Methods of Teaching Muotes  The
Pallure of the “Artienintlen'’ Metbod.

A day or two ago, wo presented o summary |
of the anpual report of the Roard of Direc- |

tors of the Pennsylvania Institution for the
Deaf and Duamb for 1869, As we have
already laid the stalistion of the report
before our resders, we deem it unnecessnry
to vepeat them; but we invite their aflon'ion
to the following extract from the report on
the subjject of arliculation, and especially to
the very interesting letter of Miss Mont-

gomery, The report says:—

*‘Much attention has been given to that of
artisulation,

‘‘Bolieving that the system of teaching the
denf mute by signs, adopted by De 1'Epee and
improved by Sicard, was superior to that of
Hainike, the directors introduced it into this
institution at its foundation, a half & century
ago; and they have had no reason to regrol
the course then takem. Indeed, experience
and observation have confirmed them in their
opinion, and they feel themselves sustained
by the opinions of Dr. Kitto, Harve Prindle
Peéet, LL. D., the Rev. Dr. Day, Mr. Lewis
Weld, Rev, W. W, Turner, the Rev. Colling
Stone, and President E. M. Gallandet, gen-
tlemen whose large intelligence, great expe-
rience, ripe judgment, and intimate acquaint.
ance with lj:o subject, justly entitle their
opinionns to great weight.”"

D, Kitto, “‘Lost Senses,” pp. 30, 31, says:
—“1 am thoronghly persuaded that this
mouth-reading must be wholly inadequate to
the purposes of real conversation, involvi
intercoumse of the intellect or the imagi-
nation."

Dr. Peet, in his Report on European Insti-
tutions, 1852, page 265, says:—*On this head
(instruction in artioulation) I ean but repeat
and confirm the views expressed in the able
report of Rev. George E. Day, made to the
board seven years ago. Mr. Day’s opportuni.
ties for testing thoroughly the results attained
in the most celebrated articulating schools
were mueh more extensive than these enjoyed
by myself; and to his conclusion (the result
o; the most thorongh and searching examina.
tion of those schools perhaps ever made), that
instruotion in articulation is scarcely ever of
decided benefit, exoept when the faculty of

The report then continves s follows: —

*Tho neoompanying letter from the gifled

fail to b read with deep interest.’

Miss Montgomery sletter reads asfollows:

Doar Bir:—I was very much surprised and
| fisttered at the receipt of your letter msking
my ‘opinion’ on the vezed and vexatious
question of articulation. T should not be half
a woman if 1 did not have an opihion on the
subject—a very decided ome, too—and one
| that I am in no wise loth to express. It je
just this, that special instruction in articula-
tion, oven to the clashes you mention (the
semd-desf and somi-mute), is simply special
instruetion in & very and expensive,
and in some rare cases rather nseful, accom-
plisbroent.

“Tn answer to your other question, whether
1 prefer the sign or written language to
speech, I say most emphatioally that I do.
Indeed, aside from a reluctance which I can.
not overcome, to nse my voosl powers, &
are so limited, and I speak with so much ef-
fort, mental and physical, that beyond a few
sentences of commonplace, or a few words in
an emergenoy, I rarely, sttempt to use m
voice, and never succesd in making m
understood. Persons of average «uickness
of apprehension fail to understand me nt all,
until they have become familiar with my

eculinrities of ech. I do not, in fact,

now a single individual with whom I could
carry on a conversation of any eonsiderable
length, without having recourse to the manual
alpbabetl or to wriling.

“‘Bince the reeeipt of your letter I have in-
quired of ten semi-mutes, six of whom are
employed as teachers here (the rpmdndcr are
members of the high class), their preference
in this matter, and nine unhesitatingly and
unequivoeally declared that either the manual
alphabet or writing was maore ngraenbla' to
them than speech, a8 a mode of communioca-
tion; and that they habitually made use of
one or the other of these modes in preference
to speech. The tenth was undecided; but as
| know that he very rarely uses his voice when
he can get pencil and paper, I think his in-
decision is more of theory than of fact, All
of the ten I have mentioned have as good
a command of the voice a8 I have, and fonr
speak with remarkable ease and distinctness
for deaf persons. One, in particular, is a
marvel to all her hearing friends on acoount

the observations I was able to make only
bring additional confirmation.”

Professor Day says in his report, 1845, p.
167:—*"Ihe common testimony given by
professors, clergymen, and gentlemen in,

other professions is, ‘We cannot understand
them.”” On p. 178:—"'To one-tenth of the
whole, instruction in articnlation is not

given, or if attempted, is a complete failura,
T'wo-tenths sncceed, in a modified sense,
while seven-tenths are only able to make
themselves understood in the articulation of
frequently-repeated sentences and single
words,” In regard tolip-reading, he says (p.
182);—*On an average, sbout one-third of
the most advanced class, with the aid of the
signs employed by the teacher, and the fre-
quent repetition made nse of, appear to under-
gtand the most of what the instructor says;
another third appear to lose a considerable
part, while the remainder only seize the
most common words, and are much of
the time obviously at a loss as to
what is going on.” Dr, Day's report of a
pocond visit to the most important institn-
tions, made eight years luter, he says: —**The
proportion of deaf mutes who may, with a

cient expenditure of time and labor, be
tanght to artioulate mechanically, and to read
upon the lips, is variously estimated at from
one-fifth to one-tenth of the whole number.”
““The instances of remarkable success are
comparatively rare, and in nearly every case
conditioned upon the ession of the power
of hearing, untilan advanced period of child-
hood. Any attempt to make the teaching of
mechanical utioufntion a part of the general
system of deaf mute instruction, would be a
deplorable error.” ‘No new arguments or
reasone in favor of teaching deaf mutes to

of the clearness and of her enunciation,
and yet, in talking with hearing persons who
can read from her fingers, she almost invari-
ably makes use of m. This lady is, by
those most competent to decide in such a
matter, adjudged to speak better than any
other deaf person they have ever heard; and
yét in the street or in a shop she finds it
almost impossible, often quite so, to make
her simplest remarks or inqniries nnderstood.
‘“‘However !distinct the utterance may be
made, I doubt if art can ever so supply the
lost guidance of the ear, as to make speech
to the deaf of any practical value, outside of
the immediate circle of family and friends.
And when the manual alphabet, which fur-
nishes a sure, rapid, and unobtrusive means
of communication can be learned in a few
hours, it seems to be, to use the mildest word,
extremely selfish to uire a deaf child to
perfect or acquire, by slow and painful effort,
a means of communication, in which he can,
from the very fact of his deafnes, take no
real pleasure. And when we consider how
much our pupils have to accomplish in the
very limited time given them, the question is,
not ‘Is articulation practicable,’ but, ‘Is it
right to attempt to teach it?"

“The record of Dr. Kitto, in this matter,
‘Liost Senses,’ pp. 20-11, is, in substance, the
experience of every semi.mutq of my ac-
quaintance. His opinion should, I think,
from the position to which he attained and
the peculiar circumstances of his life, have
great weight. Becoming totally deaf at the
age of twelve, he retained his vocal powers,
go far as any doaf person can retain them, and
was able to improve them very mueh by de-
termined and persevering use; yet on pnﬁe
111 of the work to which I have referred, he

arsienlate and read upon the;?a have been
advanced. Itis not pretended that recent
discoveries or improvements
by which the teaching of articulation to deaf |
mutes has become easier, or more generally |
snocessful than formerly.”

Mr. Wild, in his ‘‘Report on European In-
stitutions,” 1845, p. 119, says:—"'Such a sys-
tem doea not seem to me to be suited to the
taste or the wants of our country. In regard
to the former (Germany), I scarcely met with
an intelligent person of any rank, even in
Germany, who spoke of the articulstion of
the deaf and dumb with approbation. It was
rather with disgust, as a matter very repul-
sive and disagreeabls; and sure I am, it wonld
not be less so, in general, in the United
States, Our wants require that all the deaf
and dumb of our land should be educated in
the best manner, to secure their usefulness
and happiness. But how can we afford con-
stantly to devote so many men of intelligenoce
and viy or to the education of each class of
four, five, eight, or aven ten deaf mute chil-
dren, a8 would be required on the German
system ?”

The Rev. W, W. Tuorner, in the proceed-
ings of the National Conferenca of Principals
of Institutions for the Deaf and Dumb, l'shd]
m'.l, says:—'‘There are many congenite

mutes who can be taught to utter g few
plain, simple words, especially those whose
enuncistion is marked - and sharp. Aod
second, afew who have some considarable
voice, and who are accustomed to make
noises, may be taught to nse that voios for the
enunciation of words and sentences. But 1
do believe that the time spent in communi.
cating articulation to congenital deaf mutes is
almost time wasted."” . .

Rev. Collins Btone, in the Fifty-third Annual
Report of the American Asylum, page 20,
says:—* ‘The instruction of the deaf and duwb
has now bean prosecuted for something more
than & hundred years, Tt Las Besn conducted
in the main by men distinguished for bril-
liant talents, sound judgment, and praotical
akill, as well us for Christian| charity. The
published treatises on this sabjeot, discussing
methods of teaching, theories, and principles

says:—‘My own present facility of ech
stands me in little stead, beyond the walls of
my own house. I do notfind real occasion
for it ten times in a yoar,”

“The dear friends who have labored and
sacrificed so much for us cannot, by their
ntmost endeavors, restore to ns our lost
sense; and since the same mighty physical
convulsion that threw up an impassable bar-
rier to sound turned the spontaneous flow of
thought from its nataral e él into a new
one, let them nof, in mistaken kindness, try
to foree it back to the old, but as herstofore,
endeavor tosmooth and widen the new.

‘I bave been conﬂtnminacllﬂgo answer your
questions at much greater than I in-
tended, and the fact that the %E;Jjact is one
in which I am greatly interested must be my
excuse. Ihave been teaching damb mutes
and semi-mutes with all my might since the
day I ted, and no one, I think, would

1 with more delight or nd'n'pt with greater
zeal any system which gave reasonable
promise of broader and deeper eulturs or in-
creased social facilities for the deaf. This
old-new system holds out no such hope; it has
been tried, and it failed.

“‘Hoping that I have not taken up too
much of your time, and that yon will not
attribute my ewrnestness to a hw{ of respect
for those w{o differ with me in this matter,
but to an impatience that I cau hardly con-
trol when I see time spent that cannot be re-
gained, and money that is 50 much needed
slsewhere expended in attempts that seem
utterly futile.

obtained, and their own observation,
they camé unanimonsl to the con-
clusion that the education of deaf
mules is far more general, more thorongh,
more noonrate, and less expensive by signs
than by lip-reading; and that very few sne-
coed in holdibg a conversation of any length
by the reading of the lips. But inasmuch as
gome of tho semi-mute and somi.deaf pupils
may derive advantage by more .’ltmllic
instruction in articulation than that hitherto
adopted, they recommended the employment
of & well-qualified teacher for that purpose.

“'The board deeming it expedient to adopt
any measnre which will fm the eduoa-
tion of the deaf mutes, dirocted the Com-
mittes on Instruction to nominate n suitable
female ns a teancher of articulation to such of
the semi-mutes and semi-deaf as are likely to
be benefited by such instruction, The com-
mittee will, no doubt, promptly make the
nomination, A full unity will thus be
afforded to test the value of the mensure.”

This copions extract will fully satisfy our
roaders that the directors are fully alive to
this important question, whether teaching
articulation to the deaf is as advantagoeous as
that of imparting instruetion to them by the
aanual alpbabet and by signs. We do not
undertake to decide the question, but we
eommend the directors for their determina-
tion to impart more systematic instruotion to
their semi-mute and semi-deaf pupils in arti-
culation,
